FOLLOWING CONDITIONS: A) UN COMMISSIONER FOR NAMIBIA BE 
INVITED TO PARTICIPATE IN INVESTIGATION, B) NAMIBIAN 
GUIDE SELECTED BY SANDEN AND SPEE AND UNDER PROTECTION 
OF UN COMMISSIONER ALSO GO ALONG, C) THAT SWEDISH BROAD- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CASTING CORPORATION PAY ALL EXPENSES, AND NOT SAG AS 
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INVITATION STATES.
